SNOW TIES UP RAILWAYS, 


Plenty of Fuel on Hand, but 
Enough Teams Cannot Be 
Found in City to Carry 
the Loads, 


Coal will be distributed by Chicago dealers 
in homeopathic doses until the city’s fuel sup- 
ply is restored to normal and the streets are 
cleared of snow. ‘The large dealers took 
steps yesterday to husband their supply, and 
to make sure that no deliveries were made 
to consumers not in actual want. 

One large fuel company fortified itself with 
inside information as to conditions in the 
bins of all large users. Men were gent to all 
such customers with instructions to make 
private inspections of coal stocks on hand. 
Future deliveries, until coal again becomes 
abundant, will be made on the basis of the 
reports of these inspectors. 

The effect of this step by the company will 


| be that argument by the customer whose 


supply was found ample for some days will 
be useless. The company’s reply to a de- 
mand for more coal will be: 

“You don't need any fuel yet. Your bin 
is half full. You have enough on hand to run 
you for a week. We'll take care of you be- 
fore the supply runs out. 

On the other hand, the user who really is 
in need will not have to plead for immediate 
delivery. The company will assure him that 
his wants will be attended to at once, in pref- 
erence to others. 


Snow Storm Adds to Trouble. 

In addition to the handicap put on the 
dealers by the overworked railroad lines, 
which have been unable to bring in supplies 
fast enough to provide for the growing wants 
of the city, the persistent snowstorm has 
given problems. 

The heavy streets rob a team of two- 
thirds of its efficiency. The loads must be 
smaller and the progress.is slower. Fur- 
thermore, the number of teamsavailable has 
been reduced by the héavy drafts made by 
street cleaning work. With the city using 
several hundred teams hauling away snow 
from tbe downtown streets and with all 
transfer lines needing every horse and wagon 
in their possession, the coal companies have 
found themselves deprived of a material por- 
tion of the equipment they need, 

As an inducement to Tach La fl 
Fuel company has been advertising for 
horses and wagons to help out during the pe- 
riod of stress. For a man and single wagon 
the company offers $5 a day; for a Goudie 
team, §7; and for a three horse team, $10. 
These figures are considerably above former 
prices paid for such work. 

Despite the double difficulties in receiving 
and in distributing coal the dealers say there 
will de no advance in pries. 

The supply on hand in the city has been 
found to be somewhat larger than it was re- 
ported on Christmas. With care in distribut- 
ing, attending to the most urgent cases first, 
and making deliveries in small amounts, the 
dealers hope to get past the near shortage 
period without suffering or loss to fuel users. 


Opening Way for Traffic. 

In the railroad yards switch engines kept 
freight moving and large crews of mep 
cleaned away the snow from tracks, When 
business opens today it is expected the traffic 
will be moved with greater ease than for 
some weeks. 

Most of the heavy fall of snow had been 
cleared from many of the streets in the down- 
town district at an early hour this morning. 
Acting Superintendent of Streets Patrick 
McCarthy had a force of more than 200 men 
at work with shovels, carts, and wagons baul- 
ing the snow which had piled up im the 
streets in the loop district and dumping it in 
to Lake Michigan. 

Frequent delays were caused in the service 
on street cars and elevated raiiroads through- 
out the city and suburban districts by the 
snow which began falling in the evening. 

Cars were kept running all Friday night 
between Berwyn and Hawthorne at inter- 
vals of three minutes in order to keep the 
tracks open for trame and this plan was 
resumed last night after the snow began to 
fall. All street car lines reported that their 
cars were running almost on schedule time 
and elevated roads gave similar reports. 
Steam roads profeseed not to be affected at 
all. 


4 Cars Are Run Oftener, 

The South Side Elevated company gave out 
a statement that it would keep cars running 
all night at intervals of ten minutes. Its 
regular schedule from 2 o’clock until So’clock | 
in the morning ws at intervals of fifteen and | 
twenty minutes. The more frequent service 
was planned for all the lines, including the 
‘Kenwood, Englewood, stockyards, and Jack- 
son park branches. In this mann , u was 
thought the tracks could be kept ciear for 
the rush of the morning traffic, 

More snow and rising temperature are pre- 
dicted for today. The heavy snow that has 
fallen in Chicago will remain undisturbed 
tor a while, with light additional falls and 
moderate temperature and winds, according 
to the weather report. 

The maximum temperature for the twenty- 
six hours ending at 8 o’clock last night was 
29 degrees above zero at the beginning of the 
period, and the minimum temperature was 8 
degrees above zero at 9 o'clock a. m.

FINANCIAL PHASE OF DEAL. 

The financial aspects of the consolida- 
tion are interesting. That 95 per cent of the 
$15,000,000 capital stock of the Chicago City 
Railway company will continue to be held to- 
gether is regarded by the banking interests 
as one of the most important features of the 
deal. 

For some time there has been a desire on the 
part of J. P. Morgan to distribute the stock 
of the City Railway company to the indi- 
vidual members who several years ago put 
their stock into the general pool. Had this 
distribution been affected it would have 
meant the scattering of the holdings of the 
City Railway to such an extent that the 
general scheme of consolidating all the street 
railroads of Chicago would have been ren- 
dered much more difficult, Now, however, 
that Chicagoans are in absolute control of the 
City Rallwar stock, it can be handled as a 
unit and made the nucleus of a general con- 
solidation. 

In the Morgan syndicate were the holdings 
of Marshall Field, the Armour estate, John 
J. Mitchell, Samuel Allerton, the Leiter es- 
tate, the Cobb estate, and various other con- 
siderable interests. Mr. Morgan agreed to 
manage the syndicate only on condition that 
the Armour ahd Field interests would not 
only turn in their holdings but would become 
pam owners of the syndicate which pur- 
chased their holdings. The stock thus bought 
and turned in was placed in control of trus- 
tees, of which John J. Mitchell, P. A. Valen- 
tine, and Marshall Field were members. 
Upon the death of Marshall Field, Chauncey 
Keep, one of the trustees of the Field estate, 
became one of the trustees of the stock under 
the Morgan agreement. 

The new syndicate of Chicago capitalists 
does not change the status of the stock hold- 
ings. The stock purchased by Mr. Morgan is 
merely turned beck to other members of the 


syndicate. 


Indicates New Lineup.“ 

The personnel of the board of directors of 
the Chicago City railway company and Con- 
necting Railways, the company which is to 
take over the management of the four prop- 
erties now combined in the matter of stock 
ownership, indicates a somewhat new lining 
up of directing forces in Chicago street rail- 
road affairs. The suddenness with which the 
deal was closed last Friday left out of consul- 
tation some men who hitherto have been 
prominent in city railway matters. 

It at the same time introduced 4 new ele- 
ment, active in promotional lines. 

The fact that Samuel Insull, president of 
the Commonwealth Edison company, is on 
the new board of directors indicates the part 
which the business of producing electric cur- 
rent for power is to fill. Apparently the 
Commonwealth Edison company will take 
the place of electric power houses for this 
system of street railroads. Inasmuch as it 
is planned that the general consolidation of 
all the Unes of all divisions of the city, sur- 
face and elevated, is to center in the pres- 
ent deal, the Commonwealth Edison will be 
a dominating factor. Already it is furnishing 
the electric power used by the City railway, 
is supplying current for several of the ele- 
vated lines, and is prepared to meet any de- 
mands from other street railroad systema. 

Morgan in Harmony, 

It fe not doubted in La Salle street that 
the friendly influence which Mr. Morgan 
has in the Chicago Railways company will 
be operated harmoniously with any plan 
Which may be devolved to put the Chicago 
Rallways lines into the general combinge- 
tion. In the Railways company Henry A 
Blair ts one of the most important factors. 
The control of the Chicago Rallways com- 
pany’e certificates, or rather the capital stock 
against which the certificates are issued, is 
controlled by a board of trustees. It will 


therefore be easy for these trustees to co- 


operate in the formation of a large general

company. This is a matter, however, which 
it is thought will require careful handling 
since there has been some rivalry between 
the management of the two big street rail- 
road companies. 

An important issue in the general scheme 
ia the settlement of differences between the 
Chicago Railways company and the Chicago 
Consolidated Traction company and the 
legal absorption of the latter by the Rail- 
ways company. In the Consolidated com- 
pany Charles G. Dawes hap taken a leading 
part in straightening out ite affairs, and 
he ts one of the trustees of the Chicago Rail- 
ways company’s capital stock. Barring, 
therefore, the personal equation, the stock 
holdings of all the corporations, omit- 
ting the elevateds, are in such shape as to 
fecilitate a general consolidation. 


Chicago Interests in Control, 


The plans in hand point to the control in 
Chicago of Chicago utilities. The carrying 
out to the fullest extent of the present deal 
will mean Chicago public utility corpora- 
tions owned and managed by Chicago inter- 
ests. This is largely the case at present 
with the exception of the gas business. 

The People's Gas Light and Coke company 
is managed from New York. In 1907 and 
early in 1908 the dominent interests parted 
with a great deal of stock, but subsequently 
and prior to the increase in the dividend 
rate to 7 per cent became purchasers on a 
large scale. While the management ig lodged 
in New York, it is doubted whether a ma- 
jority of the stock is held in the east. The 
shareholders are accustomed to send their 
proxies to those asking them, and since the 
management alone makes such request there 
never has been any step taken to dislodge 
the New York interests in the contro! or the 


| company. 


COMMENT ON BIG DEAL. 


The consolidation of the south side street 
car lines was approved by city officials and 
financiers. They, agreed it paved the way 
for the ultimate merger of all traction inter- 
ests in Chicago, and, as an immediate result. 
they predicted better service in the terri- 
tory affected. The city government wili 
raise no obstacles in the way of consolida- 
tion along approved lines, Attorney Fisher 
said, representing the municipal govern? 
ment. 


Fisher and Dunne Indorse Move. 


Walter L. Fisher, traction counsel for the 
city, said: 

“I am glad to hear that they have got to- 
gether at last, if they have. It isjthe first 
step toward the ultimate consolidation. ot ali 
the surface lines, which 1 have advocated 
for years.

Congress at present is en- 
gaged in an investigation of the justification 
for the 300 per cent advance in rates, which 
also was mace by the trust on bonds of federal 
employés. It is expected that this investiga- 
tion .will be completed before the end of the 
present session and unless the companies 
Are able to bring forward a better excuse 
than they have produced so far the increased 
rates undoubtedly will be denounced ag ex- 
orbitant. The IIlinois correspondent inti- 
mated that a similar investigation Was to be 
undertaken in Chicago: 

The 300 per cent advance of rates went into 
effect Jan. 1 last In Chicago and elsewhere. 
Attempts to extract increased premiums from 
federal officials and employés at once met 


with opposition by the government. Con- 


gress ordered an investigation, hearings were 
conducted before both the senaté and the 
* house appropriations committees, and while 
a more extended inquiry was decided upon 
the verdict at the close of the préliminary 
‘hearings was that the new rates were a ridic- 
ulous imposition. vie 


Congress Hits Extortionists, 

Congress thereupon adopted a resolution 
providing that no bond should be accepted by 

‘the government which cost in excess of the 
premium gharged prior to Jan. 1 last. It als 
was provided that the government shouid 
bear no part of the cost of a bond réquired of 
an official or employé. 5 

In Chicago, it Is reported, no protest was 
made against the imposition of the new rates 
and the city council approved new bonde fer 
municipal officials at premiums the increase 
of which constituted a rich plum for the bond- 
ing companies that were paid out of the city 
treasury. 

There are about twenty surety companies, 
doing a general business in the country, 
whose bonds are accepted by the government. 
Nearly all of these companies are members of 
the combine which is known as the Surety 
Association of America. The pricipal mem- 
bers of the association are:

Increase Follows a Meeting. 

According to the testimony brought out at 
congressional hearings the 300 per. cent ad- 
vance in rates was the result of a meeting of 
representatives of the companies in the asso- 
ciation. Bond officials who appeared before 
the committee insisted that the advance was 
not made by agreement, but admitted that it 
was the result of an interchange of experi-

00, 000 offices scattered throug t the length 
and breadth of the land directly de- 
pendent on thedepartment at Washington for 
inetructions, for authority to make expendi- 
tures, and for supplies. It would seem 


to be an excellent plan to make large’ 


city. postoffices the centers of convenient 
postal areas by giving city postmasters super- 
visory authority over the smaller offices of 
the neighborhood. 

“ The department's recommendation for the 
establishment of postal savings banks is 
earnestly renewed. As 98 per cent of the sav- 
ings of the people are deposited in the banks 


of fourteen states, the need for additional. 


savings depositories for other parts of the 
country is apparent. These portions of the 
United States now wanting in such facilities 
could be readily supplied through the instru- 
mentality of a postal savings system.“ 

“To provide a simple and cheap meams of 
hranemitting small sums through the mails 
and to lessen the use of coins, bills, and post- 
age stamps for that purpose, it is .recom- 
mended that a form of postal note or check be 
adopted, similar to the present money order; 
but issued for lower fees without written ap- 
plication in fixed denominations less, than 

10.“ 

‘ Mr. Hitchcock advocates a postal savings 
bank and a ship subsidy, which, he terms an 
“ocean mall service.”’ In a word, he pur- 
poses to transfer to the latter some of the 
revenue the government will derive from an 
increase in postage rates. He also favors 
the adoption of a postal note in fixed denomi- 
nations of less than $10.

‘imitation whisky’ because of a slightly re- 
duced trace of ingredient. The distinction 
is too impracticable, in my judgment, for the 
execution of the law.“ 


Thinks His Decision Is Just. 


The president thinks that such an order 
as his decision contemplates cannot do in- 
justice. 

“Those,” he says, who make whisky of 
‘rectified,’ ‘ redistilled,” or neutral spirits 
cannto complain if, in order to prevent 
further frauds, they are required to use a 
brand which shall show exactly the kind of 
whisky they are selling. For that reason 
it seems to me fair to require them to brand 
their product as Whisky made from recti- 
fied spirits, or ‘whisky made from redis- 
tilled spirits“ or “whisky made from neutral 
spirits,’ as the case may pe; and if aged ir 
the wood, as sometimes is the case with this 
class of whiskies, they may add this fact.“ 

Speaking further in the same line he says: 

“The public will be made to know exactly 
the kind of whisky they buy and drink. If 
they desire straight whisky they can secure 
it by purchasing what is branded ‘ straignt 


whisky.’ If they are willing to drink whisky 


made of neutral spirits they can buy it under 
a brand showing it; and if they are content 
with a blend of flavors made by the mixture 
of straight whisky and whisky made of 
neutral spirits, the brand of the blend upon 
the package will enable them to buy and 
drink that which they desire. 


Intent of Act Defined. 


This was the intent of the act. It injures 
no man's lawful business because it only 
insists upon the statement of the truth In the 
label. If those who manufacture whisky 
made of neutral spirits wish to call it 
‘whisky without explanatory phrase and 
complain because the addition of ‘ neutral 
spirits in the label takes away some of their 
trade they are without à just ground because 
they lose thelr trade merely from a statement 
of the fact. The straight whisky men are 
relieved from all future attempt to pass off 
neutral spirits whisky as straight Whisky. 

More than this, if straight whisky or 
any other kind of whisky is aged in the wood 
the fact may be branded on the package, and 
this claim to public favor may truthfully be 
put forth. Thus the purpose of the pure food 
law is fully accomplished in respect of mis- 
branding and truthful branding.“ 

The decision follows the lines of the conclu- 
sions reached by the royal commission of 
Great Britain and reverses the verdict of 
former President Roosevelt, former Attorney 
General Bonaparte, Solicitor General Bowers, 
and Dr. Wiler. y 

Elaborating his conclusions, the president 
says:

I supposed 
she had previously malled the records, but 
later on I discovered that she had changed 
her mind and had taken them with her. 
After she had sailed I received an inquiry 
from Cook, who then was in Burope, for his 
wife's whereabouts, which I cothmunicated 
to him. I have not heard from him since 
then, directly or indirectly, and I have no 
idea. where he is nom“

Recital by Sergei Rachmaninoff. 

An audience which filled less than half of 
Orchestra hall assembled in that auditorium 
yesterday afternoon to hear the only piano 
recital to be given here by Sergei Rachmani- 
noff. the Russian composer. The smaliness 
of the audience did not necessarily argue any 
lack of interest in Mr. Rachmaninoff and his 
music. He made an exceptionally favorable 
impression when he played here with the 
Thomas orchestra some four weeks ago, and 
under normal conditions he doubtless would 
have been greeted by a large company of 
listeners for this recital. But the day after 
Christmas is a distinctly unfortunate one for 
the giving of any musical entertainment of 
serious nature, and it was anything but man- 
agerial wisdom to present such an artist on 
such a date. 

Mr. Rachmaninoff was presented, however, 
and the admirers who did defy engagements, 
post-prandia! heaviness, and Yuletide jollity 
in order to give him welcome and apprecia- 
tion were so sincere, spontaneous, and gen- 


erous in their approval that there was noth- 
ing about the concert that hinted of neglect 
or indifference. 


— 
It was my first hearing of the Russian, and 
the chief surprise produced by his recital 
yesterday was the admirable skill of the 
man as a pianist. He plays with mastery. 
His technic is ample for all the demands his 
compositions make and some of them which 
he gave yegterday demand mich in the way 
of flectmess and surety of finger and in the 
management of the finer mechanics and 
dynamics of plano playing. He renders his 
playing ever beautiful through the employ- 
ment of delicate and fine nuance, which he 
obtains with a certainty and ease which be- 
long only to the person who has solved the 
mysteries of the keyboard and made them 
his own. It ile playing ever sensuously ap- 
pealing, ever clear, ever clean and exact. 
That the best of musicianship was present 
yesterday may be taken for granted, for the 
program contained only works of the planist's 
own creating, and the message he delivered 
was a message authoritative and emotionally 
correct. Pianistically and interpretatlvely 
the recital was an unqualified joy. 


— 

As for Mr. Rachmaninoff’s music, much of 
it is as lonely music as has been heard in a 
long, long time. I know nothing of the Russian 
master’s private history or trend of character, 
but his musical utterances are in large meas- 
ure the utterances of a man who is lonely, 
and who feels the weight of that loneliness, 
It does not seem to make bitter, although it 
frequently makes restless and rebellious to 
the point of endeavoring to battle against it. 
But it ies ever there—the melancholy, the 
pensiveness, the yearning which loneliness 
brings to a sensitive nature. The quality is 
not merely the minor strain of sadness that 
sounds out in nearly all Russian music. It 
is something more intense, more personal, 
A voice sings in all the works, for they are 
melodious, but the voice sings alone. It 
seems never to have a comrade. It calls 
constantly, but there is never an answer. 

It is easy to belleve after hearing yester- 
day's program that Rachmaninoff could 
translate into tones the spirit of that won 
drously silent and removed painting of Boeck- 
Uin— The Island of Death —and do it in as 
masterly manner as all who heard the work 
at the Thomas concert say he has. 

The program opened with the D minor 
Sonata—a work of length and constructed on 
large lines. Its thematic elements, like those 
of all the Russian writes, consist chiefly of 
short, clear cut phrases, which are used over 
and over with compelling insistency and un- 
deniable effectiveness. Thematically the 
music does not impress as showing excep- 
tional creative powers, but in the treatment 
and employment of the material the master 
is constantly in evidence. The Sonata is * 
work diffuse in paru-at least it so impressed 
yesterday—but it s céntmanding; and it in- 
terested the hearers as few new works inter- 
est. A Melodie was beautiful and beautifully 
played, a Barcarolle was a true water picture 
ekilifully conceived and skilifully. executed. 
and the Humoresque and Polichinell were 
briltant and restlessly impassioned. Four 
Preludes, among which was the all prévalent 
and maltreated C r minor, were oom- 
positions of beauty and of work 
like all else the program contained, were 
played in manner truly masterly.

Will Revoke Many Franchises, 

Francisco Baca, who has replaced Dr. 
Julian Irias as minister general, is preparing 
a decree establishing a commission for the 
purpose of revoking the franchises under 
which a score of monopolies, given to individ- 
vale by Zelaya, have been operated. 

These monopolies poured into Zelaya’'s 
purse vast sums of money, for, while they 
were Ostensibly in the hands of others, it was 
to the former president that the greater por- 
tion of the returns was transferred. 

Generals Anastasio Ortiz, Benito Chavar- 
ria, and Paulino Godey, who were banished 
by Zelaya in 1896, have been recalled by 
Madriz. 

Americans Care for Wounded. 

BLUEFIELDS, Nicaragua, Wednesday, 
Dec, 22.—On the first forward movement of 
Gen. Estrada’s forces to engage the govern- 
ment troops around Rama, the American 
officials here took steps to care for the 
wounded. They converted an empty building 
into a hospital and furnished the necessary 
supplies. The normal supply of provisions 
has been scant under Zelaya’s misrule and 
Colon has been asked to send food. 

Gen. Estrada arrived here this afternoon 
from the front. He thanked the Americans 
for their humanitarian assistance.

| Be. Made. 


Wage negotiations between officials of 
forty-two western railroads and representa- 
tives of the Brotherhood of Locomotive Fite- 
men and Enginemen will begin in Chicago 
this morning. W. C. Nixon, general man- 
ager of the Frisco road, will head the con- 
ference committee for the railroads and the 
firemen will de represented by a federated 
board of the employés of all the roads in- 
volved. ~ 

The firemen several weeks ago presented 
demands for an increase of from 16 to 40 
per cent in wages. The firemens confer- 
ence will be held independently of that of 
the switchmen, which will reconvene this 
morning in the Railway Exchange building. 

Efforte to settle the strike of switchmen 
in the northwest will be resumed this morn- 
ing at a conference to be held in Gov. A. O. 
Eberhart’s office in St. Paul. Gov. Eberhart 
} said he expec ed the one remaining hitch, 
that ot the reémployment of the strikers, 
probably would be settled by a compromiseé. 


Arbitration May Be Suggested. 
The principal feature of the settlement. if 
one is reached today, will be that the result 
of the switchmen’s conference in Chicago 
will determine the measure of increase in 

wages to be granted to the switchmen in the 
northwest. In each instance the demands 
are the same—6 cents an hour increase, double 
time for Sundays and holidays, and tune and 
a half for overtime. 

Vice Presidents S. E. Heberling and James 
B. Connors, representing the switchmen in 
the Chicago conference, have concluded their 
arguments, and the conference from now on 
will be confined to the railroad officials’ side 
of the controversy. ' 

It is understdod the railroad officials will 
offer arbitration as a final means of reaching 
a settlement in Chicago. In the event a set- 
tlement is reached in St. Paul today, the men 
will be ordered back to work at once and the 
rate of pay, pending the outcome of the con- 
ference here, will be that in force on Nov. 1. 


Rivalry of Union Officials, 

A feeling of rivalry exists between the 
heads of the switchmen in Chicago and Pres- 
ident Hawley of the union. It is felt by 
switchmen in the Chicago switching yards 
that the strike in the northwest virtually 
was a failure, due to hasty action on the 
part of the strike leaders, and they are 
anxious that ho blunders be made in the 
local negotiations. 

Both Heberling and Connors wish to carry 
on the negotiations in a businesslike manner 
and reach a settlement satisfactory to both 
sides. Their success so far, it id said, is 
causing President Hawley to desire a part 
in the Chicago conference, especially as the 
result of the meeting here must be awaited 
by the switchmen ig the northwest before a 
final settlement is reached.

The coal trade/during recent days of 
sharper weather has been considerably ef- 
fected by the shortage of cars. . Railroads 
east and west alike have failed to meet 
the demands made upon them. As re 
sults prices have been somewnat stronger, 
coal has been scarcer at points of die 
‘tribution and consumption, buyers have 
appeared more eager to get supplies and 
have made more complaints because of 
slow delivery. How the lack of cars has at- 
fected the miners themselves is indicated 
by a dispatth from one mining town 
which tells of mines working half time 
only and estimates’ that the weekly loss 
in wages in that community approximates 
$10,000. 

The wholesale dry goods dealers report 
satisfied confidence. The general business 
at this time of the year is better than it 
was twelve months ago, while advance 
orders. in certain lines indicate an im- 
provement of approximately 50 per cent 
over conditions existent in December, 
1908. 

The government report on November 
exports shows that in a list of some fifty 
leading articles there was a gain over the 
corresponding month of 1908 of about 20 
per cent, the excess being valued at 
$31,750,000. Of this amount orfe-half, or 
$16,000,000, was in cotton. The statie- 
ties on this staple have particular interest 
since they show quite clearly the gain in 
prices. In November, 1908, the exports 
were 691,000,000 pounds, valued at $63,- 
000,000. The 553,000,000 pounds of No- 
vember, 1909, were valued at $79,000,- 
000. The same government report, com- 
paring the exports of foodstuffs for the 
eleven completed months of 1900 with 
those of the corresponding ‘period of 1908, 
indicates a marked falling off. In 1908 
the exports of wheat; for example, were 
valued at $87,000,000. For the same 
period of 1909 the -figures of ue are 
$47,000,000. In flour, bacon, hams, and 
shoulders, fresh beef, and cattle, the sta- 
tistics show a similar decline.

It was bullt in 1640 by Louis Levau, the first archi- 
tect of Louis XIV., for President Lambert de Torigny, 
and no money was spared to make it a sumptuous resi- 
dence, the famous painters Lesueur and Lebrun partici- 
p&ting in its decoration. Voltaire lived there with Mme. 
du Chatelet, as the guest of the Montalivet family, 
when he wrote his celebrated poem “La Henriade.” 
The great Napoleon had his memorable interview there 
with the comte de Montalivet immediately on his return 
to France after the battle of Waterloo. The palace is 
filled from cellar to garret with priceless art treas- 
ures, magnificent tapestries, and masterpieces of both 
the modern and medieval schools of painters. 

It is there that each year on Easter day all Poles in 
Paris assemble for that peculiar Polish religious and 
social function entitled “Le Benit.““ It consists of a 
banquet, which is eaten standing, and after every dish 
has been sprinkled with holy water and solemniy 
blessed by the priests. Among the features of the ban- 
quet are a paschal lamb, made of sugar, commemora- 
tive of the last supper, while opposite to it is a somber 
hued pig of chocolate in memory of Judas Iscariot, sur- 
roumied by ropes of chocolate sausages, which are sup- 
posed to represent the rope with which the arek traitor 
hanged himself. This banquet, I may add, is the first 
full fledged meal that the people present are supposed 
to have enjoyed since the beginning of Lent, for Poles 
are strict Catholics and take their fasting seriously.

the price of a 2 year old steer. No store 
clothes here, all homespun, and beautifully 
- embroidered. And no parlor language here; 
either, just cowboy language—direct, em- 
phatic, explicit, every word rings like the 
blow of an ax. Give me $50 for this steer 
I will feed it to the wolves!~What the other 
man said may not be written. But the seller 
aid not feed his steer to the wolves; neither 
did he get $50. They compromised on 240 
towns [$48]. The seller held out his hand, 
the buyer gave it a hard, loud slap, and 
further clinched: the bargain by opening a 
big embroidéred leather pouch and counting 
gut five crowns.

The revised code of the city of Chicago 
to be supplanted—issued in 1905—contain 
2,499 sections, The new one makes some 
changes and increases the size of the velume 

to 1,500 pages. It will contain a supplement 

comprising the statutes of IlMnois, which ap- 
ply to municipal goveroments and a state 
ment of the powers of the city council given 
in the charter of 1863, which are still in 
force. 


Building Code Still Unflxed. 


The revised building code which is to be 
gumbitted to the council for enactment Jan, 
8 is the last chapter of importance to bé 
considered before the copy is all in the hands 
of the printers. It is also probable that 
the publication will be delayed a short time 
because of the decision of Judge Windes 
against some of the provisions of the bakeries 
ordinance. It has been decided to make the 

*changes in accordance with Judge Windes 
opinion rather than appeal the cases to the 
Supreme court. 

The work of revision consisted in cutting 


out the ordinances which have been declared 


invalid and those which have been repealed, 
end making such changes as the council has 
required by various amendments which have 
been adopted and adding the new ordinances 
which have been passed since 1905. 

Profiting by the experience of the council 
which adopted the code of 1 as an entire 
book after it had been prepared and submit- 
ted by Roswell B. Mason and WilHam Ar- 
thur, the revising eommittee has arranged 
to submit the latest revision by galleys as it 
comes from the printer. 


New Features of the Code. 


The principal new features which will be 
@ontained in the revised code are the wheel 
tax laws, the new building laws, and the 
remodeled license tax laws. The volume will 
. not contain the franchise and special ordi- 
*pances. The committee will ask the council 
for instructions whether a revision of these 
Jaws shall undertaken and a new volume 
fssued containing them. 

The work of revision has been done by three 
of the attorneys in the office of Corporation 
Counsel E. J. Brundage, Howard W, Hayes, 
George E. Diersson, and William O’Brien. 
The revision of the building code has been 
directed by William Stahl, and Ald. Dever, 
ehairman of the judiciary committee, has 
presented to the council such changes as have 
deen found necesary in the revision.

Many 
of the boys, after rivaling the gastronomic 
feats of John Hollowlegs himself, slipped 
chunks of beef and tufkey into their pockets. 
The Volunteers raised no objection to this, 
although it was carried on in plain sight of 
everybody. 

In addition to the dinner proper the Volun- 
teers gave out more than 1,400 well filled 
baskets. . These went into homes the circum- 
stances of which had been investigated by 
the workers. Bach basket contained a whole 
plump chicken, two loaves of bread, a pound 
of coffee, tea, and sugar, and a dan of corn 
or of tomatoeg. 


Good Done Despite Impostors. 


The dinner was in accord with the Volun- 
teer philosophy that if a single heart could 
be gladdéned, regardiess of the number of un- 
deserving who came to the feast, good would 
have been done. 

We haven't the least doubt,” said one of 
the officers in charge, that many of those, 
especially the men. who come to our dinner 
are impostors. They hang about the sa- 
loons, always ready to take advantage of 
such occasions as this. No doubt some of 
them are criminals at heart, gone seemingly 
beyond redemption. But somewhere in the 
big crowd “there are sure to be some who 
have no other Christmas joys. To make the 
occasion happy for these we are willing to 
take a chance with the others.” 


Dinner Prepared for 10,000. 

Every cheap hotel in the downtown dis- 
trict was visited by the Volunteer officers 
last week, and tickets to the dinner were 
given to all who would accept them. Nearly 
10,000 were given out, and preparations were 
made to fee@*that number at the hall and in 
the homes. Enough food was left over to 
give further aid. 

The dinner was served and prepared entire- 
ly by Volunteer officers and workers. Volun- 
teer lassies acted as waiters, and the Volun- 
teer territorial headquarter® band of thirty- 
five pieces furnished the music. There was no 
expense except the rent of the hall, so that 
practically all the money subscribed for the 
feast was devoted to the main purpose of 
filling empty stomache? 

Large quantities of supplies were donated 
by the Armour and Swift packing companies 
and by downtown merchants.
